Just 
this week the great steel mills at Sparrow’s Point opened up 
and gave employment to nearly a thousand men, and quite a 
number of small factories have done the same. All this will 
have its effect upon the prices of goods. A continuation of it is

Tomatoes are reported.a little weaker than last week, 
though the change made in the quotations,is rather a readjust- 
ment of prices than any actual lowering of them. There has 
been a very heavy outgo of tomatoes in this section since the 
first of the vear; that is the total figures up a goodly quantity, 
and some warehouses are getting empty. Though the market 
is quiet, any attempt to bring out offerings by orders at lower 
figures meets with failure when quality is demanded. The 
market on No. 3 standard tomatoes is nominally 65c. to 7oc. 
factory, with some few holding up to 72%c. And per contra 
there are rumors of 6234c, being accepted, but by whom it is 
not easy to find out. 


Corn is moving along in a quiet way, but it noticeably has 
not the life many think it should have. It is known of course 
that the holdings of corn in both jobbers’ and retailers’ hands 
is heavier than of tomatoes, but even at that the amount is 
trivial as compared with their usual holdings. In every section 
of the country the market is reported in about the same con- 
dition. Some little is doing in futures, but the spot market has 
a depressing effect upon the future quotations and business. 


Peas should be attracting more attention than they are, but 
they too are experiencing a quiet market. Always some little 
demand, but the greater part of this is for ‘‘good cheap’’ stock. 
The higher grades are not getting their share. Here again the 
reason can be found with the jobber and the retailer, who stock- 
ed up last season with good goods, and have found the sales for 
them slow. Buying is simply in proportion to their sales. No 
changes in prices are to be observed, and the acreage that is 
being planted for the coming pack would seem to warrent better 
prices. It is a little short of last year, which in turn was a little 
short of the previous year. 


Despite the fact that itis now known that peaches were 
hurt by the last frosts and that the packiig of them must be 
smaller than last season the market is dull. In. fact there are 
lots of ‘good peaches laying around that it would seem would 
make a good source of investment for next fall. Everything 
points to a higher market this coming year.on this fruit. Cali- 
fornia it seems will have a good crop, and pack; but it stands 
along from the present outlook. One of our readers in Georgia 
writes us: ‘‘Just a word about the Georgia fruit crop. There 
are no pears or plums in this State; it seems the trees did not 
bloom in several places, and where they did the recent cold 
weather killed the fruit. (This was written April 15) In regard 
to peaches the northern section of the State reports practically 
nocrop. In this, the southern section, we have very irregular 
crops. Some orchards have full crops; others less than half, and 
some noue at all. The trees bloomed very irregularly this sea- 
son, and the last blooms will all drop. Weshould judge there 
will not be more than 50% as much fruit in the State as last sea- 
son. The Georgia fruit growers have recently organized the 
Georgia Fruit Exchange and this will work to cause green fruit 


to sell atbetter prices. Consequently raw fruit will come higher 
to the canners.’’ Peaches should be good property to hold. 

In the small fruit line demand is very light, though, as with 
other lines, there is always some little trading going on. Only 
in one or two sections are there any holdings of any size in this 
line. 

Spinach and articles of such special packing are in better de- 
mand than would seem possible, considering the condition of the 
staples. But there are no changes in prices to note, and with 
the near approach of packing time for spinach, none likely. 

The situation in cans has not changed, and the unsettled 
market still holds sway. We have no changes to make in our 
quotations as yet, but all canners must understand, by this time, 
that the prices as quoted are only nominal, with lower ones rul- 
ing. 

For detailed market conditions in the heavy canned goods 
centers we refer to our special reports, and to the quotations 
elsewhere. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, April 22.—The week has shown no important 
developments, excepting during the latter portion of last week 
there was some improvement in buying interest for tomatoes. 
The market brightened up considerably for a few days, but eased 
off again toward the close of the week and is now in substanti- 
ally the same position it has been for several weeks. In other 
lines substantially the same conditions prevail. Some selling is 
going on, but it is largely of a small chacter, scarcely more than 
retail. The situation is no more encouraging than it was, but 
on the other hand it is no worse. The conditions which have 
prevailed for a number of weeks seem to be in control still and 
the market is largely of a hand to mouth order. The outlook 
favors nothing of importance in the way of development, though 
most holders feel confident that prices wil! not decline any fur- 
ther. Demand has quieted down in nearly everything that goes 
to make up the full list and the situation has become rather 
monotonous. It is considered probable that when settled spring 
business opens the movement in practically all varieties will in- 
crease. At present buying is limited to actual requirements. 

Tomatoes.—The increased buying which began last week 
was not continued over into this week. Sales have been made in 
a desultory sort of way with the market bare of anything beyond 
the demand for routine lots. It is pointed out that possibly the 
developments of the past few days have been due to the fact that 
buyers have sufficient to satisfy their requirements for the pre- 
sent, but prominent factors in the business have expressed the

opinion that the undertone is so weak a decline of 2%c. is not 
impossible. So far, however, there are no sellers below 65c. re- 
gular terms f. o. b. factory, and some packers who are jealous 
of the reputation of their goods, are asking 67%4c. regular terms 
f. o. b. factory. It is said that some business has been done by 
Maryland packers at 65c. with freight allowance, but practically 
every one insists upon 65c. regular terms f.o b. factory. It is 
known that bids of 62%4c. have been refused and it cannot be 
learned that any business has been done on that basis. Not 
many buyers of futures appear. At 7oc. regular terms f. o. b. 
factory it is said that the cost of packing is barely covered and 
packers do not urge sales at that figure. Most of the leading 
packers are asking 75c. regular terms f. 0. b. factory. Between 
these two extremes of price are many sellers who would be glad 
to sell at 72%4c. regular terms f. 0. b. factory, but the buyers 
who want to pay that figure are not numerous. The weak spot 
market influences buyers against future purchases and sales ne- 
cessarily drag. 

Peas.—Fair quality, even if a little below standard grade, 
will go well at 65c., but it is difficult to find any considerable 
lots under 7oc. Not much demand is reported for goods which 
sell for more than the latter figure and they must be of good 
quality to sell for that. In some instances increased sales of 
goods at $1.20 to $1.30 have been reported, but this increase 
is light. 

Corn.—The market is rather easier, owing to the fact that 
buyers are showing less interest and the desire on the part ot 
holders to accelerate movement by allowing concessions. For 
state standards 65c. is accepted, and up to 72%c. on fancy is 
paid, but these figures attract very little attention and sales are 
limited to actual demand. No buyers take any interest in 
future southern corn, but there is a steady movement in spot 
stock. Maine style offers at 55c. to 5734c. for spot and 6oc. for 
futures seem to be about the lowest that any packers are willing 
to accept. 

Fruits.—Peaches, apricots and lemon cling peaches are 
more active in the better grades, and there is a firmer feeling in 
the market, owing to the fact that these varieties and grades 
are not plentiful here. Demand seems to be almost wholly for 
these goods. The price situation is, however, unchanged. 

_ Cherries.—A little additional business has been done, but 
the movement seems to be principally in cheap lots which buyers 
are cleaning up. 

Apples.—Southern pack are easy, though there has been 
no quotable change in price. New York State packing remain 
substantially unchanged, though perhaps demand is a shade 
lighter than at last reported. 

Pears.—The market remains practically unchanged, with 
a bit, perhaps, of improvement in New York State Bartletts, 
which are not plentiful. 

Berries.—Not much movement is reported. Here and there 
a buyer asks for a considerable lot, but this is a rare instance 
and the market is practically unchanged from last reports. 

Pineapples.—The market is firm and unchanged. The 
situation remains practically as reported last week. 

Salmon.—The demand for pinks is slow and the market is 


easy, though it is impossible to buy below 67%c. Red Alaska 
is firm at $1.20 to $1.35, depending upon brand, with very little 
desirable stock obtainable at less than the outside price, In 
view of the statistical situation here and on the coast, and the 
approach of the most active consuming season of the year, 
higher prices are looked for. But it will be remembered that 
similar predictions have been made many times during the past 
weeks and they have not materialized, and the present talk is 
taken only for what it is worth. Buyers are taking only what 
they require for present use. 

Sardines.—The domestic market is dull and prices are only 
nominal. French are firm and in only moderate supply, but 
little movement is noted at present.

CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’”’ 


CuicaGco, April 21st. 1909. 

What’s the matter ?—I asked Fred Dutton, sales manag- 
er, for Grafton Johnson, the big Indiana packer, who not only 
keeps constantly and closely in touch with the canned goods 
market, but who from special training, long experience and the 
habit of close observation has the faculty of analyzing conditions. 

‘It’s a small packers market, said he. All the big fellows 
last Fall sold futures up to their producing capacity and deliver- 
ed their goods and got their money. The greater number of 
smaller packers however, who did not sell their product in ad- 
vance have been carrying their goods, waiting for the market to 
absorb their output. The market however, has been well sup- 
plied by the goods bought of the large packers as futures, and 
the assorbing power of the canned goods market has been great- 
ly restricted by the lack of employment among manufacturing 
and commercial people and the consequent restriction of their 
purchasing power. 

The smaller packers who sold no futures have therefore fall- 
en upon evil times and have been compelled either to force their 
goods on a declining and unwilling market or carry them over 
into the season of 1909-10—Many are doing the latter. The 
price of canned goods has been held down by the determination 
now and then of a small packer to get rid of his holdings. 

This and the pressure brought by the banks on borrowers 
among the small packers forcing them to sell their goods, has

kept the market continually struggling to its feet after repeated- 
ly being knocked down by the unloading of forced stocks of can- 
ned goods on this market. The small packers have had a hard 
time, as the big packers were sold out clean they had no inter- 
est in the market, and left it unprotected. 

I believe however, that conditions are going to improve now 
rapidly as there is a general revival of demand being experienc- 
ed all throughout the country in the canned goods ‘line and a 
heavy distribution is in progress. 

Future Canned Goods.—Salesmen all report that- retail 
merchants are generally refusing to buy futures in canned goods 
to any important extent, holding that they are either well sup- 
plied, or overstocked, or that they prefer to wait until June or 
July after they are certain how much of their goods now in stock 
they will be able to dispose of. 

Jobbe’rs private brands are being sold to some extent and 
special packs like Roach & Co., Fremont Canning Co., Sear & 
Nichols Co , Kewanee Canning Co. and a few others are getting 
some business but those who are not pushing their goods are 
getting no orders. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The first lake freight ships of the 
season arrived yesterday and Monday and are now being unload- 
ed at the docks. It is said that about 50,000 cases of No. 3 
tomatoes arrived by these first boats of the season, and that the 
market from now forward will be well supplied. The lake and 
rail rate from Baltimore and points taking the Baltimore rate, is 
22c. per hundred. No. 3 size canned goods are being held at 67 
pounds and the freight lake and rail to Chicago therefore figures 
0737¢. per dozen. 

When shipped from interior Maryland points the freight 
lake and rail is 25c per hundred or .0837 per dozen. The tom- 
‘atoes coming in on the ships are said to be of fine quality, hav- 
ng been carefully selected quite a while ago when the offerings 
were cheaper and more urgent than now. 


There is no change in the Indiana situation on tomatoes and 
the price generally asked by packers is 75c. f. 0. b. factory. 
Several packs can still be bought for 75c. f. 0. b. Chicago but 
they are of poor quality and not desirable. 

Canned Corn.—Some firmness is found in the market for 
spot canned corn but the market is without sustained strength. 
Local jobbers are still holding the market against packers and 
selling at 60c. for good western standard corn either Illinois or 
Indiana ex warehouse Chicago: 

Iowa brokers are making a noise like an advance in the 
market but nobody seems to mind it. It will be impossible for 
the market to secure or maintain any advance in price so long as 
offerings are so large, and when big packers like Paxton Cann- 
ing Co. at Paxton, Illinois are offering eith:r spot or future corn 
at 62%4c. perdozen. Such a policy nails the price down and 
keeps it down. The movement in canned corn is more active 
than it has been for some time past but it is not of a sufficient 
volume to create any excitement as to the market. 

Canned Peas.—There is no interest in the market. All 
kinds of prices are being made. Some good sifted (or No. 3 
sieve Alaska) Wisconsin peas were offered on the market this 
week at 70c. Chicago and some good quality No. 4 sieve sweet 
peas of Wisconsin pack at 80c. The prospect for a ciose clean 
up of the last year’s pea pack is not encouraging. 

California Canned Fruits.—The yprospect for prices as 
low or possibly lower than for the 1908 pack, with the excep- 
tion possibly of apricots, is good. 

Asparagus Pushed.—Confirmation of orders taken for 
asparagus subject to approval of price are being eagerly sought, 
and packers’ agents are pushing buyers hard for approval of 
price and signatures. 

Potent Paragraphs.—A canned goods packer said to me 
today: ‘‘You described the quality of a brand of tomatoes 
which I packed last fallin Tur TRADE as excellent, and the

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x California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., April 17th, 1909. 

One of the most encouraging features of business during the 
past few days has been a decided increase in the demand for 
California canned fruits and some very large rail shipments are 
now going forth. Canners are much pleased with the manifest 
revival of trade and believe now that there is but little doubt 
but that the bulk of the old pack will be moved before any of 
this season’s goods can be placed upon the market. Most of the 
demand at the present time comes from the states of the Middle 
West and there is a very light call for goods from the Eastern 
section of the country. This is explained on the ground that 
the market there is stili well supplied from the large shipments 
made by the sea route last December. Taken altogether the 
demand is fully twice as heavy on canned fruits at the present 
time as it was a year ago, and the best part of the year for the 
Western demand is just at hand. Some packers are getting 
anxious to close out their stocks and there is a cutting of prices 
reported on some grades of pears and peaches but most varieties 
are being held for the full list price. Fancy grades of peaches 
are being held firmly and all grades of apricots are bringing full 
price. Reports from the growing sections of the State confirm 
the previous report of a probable shortage in the crop of apricots 
and there is now no doubt but that this crop will be decidedly 
smaller than it was lastseason. From the Winters section comes 
the news that even if there are no killing frosts the crop will be 
not more than one quarter as large as the average. A smaller 
crop will mean a pack running largely to the better grades and 


a higher price for the canned product. The outlook for a heavy 
peach crop remains good but this will be less than last year, form 
present indications. 

The Caiifornia pea crop is in a splendid condition and with 
an increased acreage it is thought that this season’s pack will be 
considerably larger than any put up heretofore. At Oakdalea 
much larger pack than usual is being planned and from present 
indications operations can commence in about ten days. The 
Code-Portwood Canning Company which operate a plant at 
Fruitvale, a suburb of Oakland, is also planning to commence 
active operations soon and just announced its opening prices. 
These are as follows: Pettit Pois, $1.60 per dozen ; fancy select- 
ed, $1.35; extra sifted, $1.20; standard sifted, $1.00; standard, 
go; extra sifted in gallons, $4.50 and standards, $4.00. The 
demand for futures has been very light so far but is increasing 
and by the time the pack is ready for distribution it is thought 
that a fair sized list of orders will be on hand. Stocks here are 
very light and a considerable portion of the new pack -can pro- 
bably be marketed before the new pack from the East can be 
brought out here. 

Although jobbers state that there has been an increase in 
the price of canned tomatoes in other markets there has been no 
change made here and there is still a tendency to shade prices to 
get rid of odds and ends and goods off standard. However, it is 
felt that these are about cleaned up now and a firmer market is 
anticipated for the immediate future. The Alaskan trade took 
a large quantity of goods of this character and the market is in 
a much better condition than it wasamonthago. There is now 
no doubt but that a decidedly smaller acreage of tomatoes will 
be available this season and a reduced Coast pack will be the re- 
sult. 

. The chief interest in canning circles is in asparagus and at 
the present time there are a dozen plants in operation on this 
vegetable. Weather conditions have been very favorable for a

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rapid growth of this vegetable and canneries have all the materi- 
al they care to work upon. The quality of the grass is better 
than it was last season and from what can be seen at the various 
canneries there is a disposition on the part of the packers to im- 
prove the quality oftheir output. The small concerns that step- 
ped into the field last season and flooded the market with an in- 
ferior grade of asparagus discovered to their sorrow that the de- 
mand was not for such trash as thisand are making an endeavor 
to come up to the standard set by the old time representative 
firms in the industry. It can be plainly seen that the future of 
the asparagus packing industry lies in placing the very best 
quality of goods on the market and the endeavor that is manifest 
to do this this season is encouraging. In regard to prices some 
jobbers are of the opinion that it was a mistake to name them so 
early in the season. In case there are no late floods and an ex- 
tra large pack is put up it is felt that a lower price on some 
grades might be advisable. On the other hand if there should 
come a period of heavy rains, as sometimes occur in April, fol- 
lowed by a warm spell, there would be danger of a large acreage 
being ruined and in that case higher prices would be advisable. 

Alaska red salmon is so nearly cleaned up on the Coast that 
it may be regarded as being out of the market entirely. T. E. 
Loucks of the J. K. Armsby Company states that his concern is 
entirely cleaned up and that many orders have been received of 
late that have had to be returned unfilled. Salmon appears to 
be about the only canned article on which there is any business 
in the way of future buying being done. The J. K. Armsby 
Company has been doing a good business in the line of futures 
on Columbia River salmon, subject to approval of the opening 
price and expects to have a fair sized volumn of orders by the 
time prices are named. 

An experiment is to be made this season in the Northern 
canneries of trying Filipinos as help. The Columbia River 
Packers’ Association has sent fifteen of these people to its can- 


nery on the Nushagak River and it is the intention to havethem 
replace the Chinese and Japanese, if possible. 

The North Alaska Salmon Company sent its bark George 
W. Curtis to the North this week with a large quantity of can- 
nery supplies. Three of the men who had been paid in advance 
for their season’s work attempted to escape just before the ship 
set sail but were re-captured and taken with the rest of the crew. 

The ship Tacoma, loaded with canneay supplies for the 
Alaska Packers’ Association caught fire while at the wharf in 
San Francisco and narrowly escaped destruction. She is now 
being repaired and will be able to start almost on schedule time. 

H. H. Clark, of the department of Commerce is on the Coast 
and is now in the Northwest conferring with the managers of 
the salmon canneries on the Sound relative to statistics concern- 
ing the fishing industry there. | 

The Central California Canneries is making some extensive 
improvements at its San Lorenzo plant this season. A new 
boiler has been installed, water tanks added, and new appliances 
for handling fruit are now being placed in position for the open- 
ing of the season. This firm will handle cherries at this plant 
during the coming season, for the first time. 

The A & P Hreserve Co. has been incorporated at San Fran- 
cisco with a capital stock of $25,000. Theincorporators are: E. 
A. Adams, E. Harrisonand F. C. Schram. 

A. H. Ellis of the Iowa Canning Company of Vinton, Iowa, 
is calling upon the trade of the Coast. 

The San Pedro Canning Company of San Pedro, Cal., has 
been declared bankrupt. C. C. Ames, one of the stockholders in 
the principal creditors and has claims aggregating $11,000. 

The Fruitvale Canning Company has been incorporated at 
Fruitvale Cal. with a capital stock of $10,000.

Food Products Congress. 


CONVENTION AT PARIS WILL PASS ON IMPORTANT QUESTIONS. 


Consul William Bardel writes from Rheims that, under the guidance 
of the ‘‘White Cross Society of Geneva,’’ a second congress for the repres- 
sion of fraud in the production and manufacture of food products will be 
held at Paris next October. The consul reviews the movement as follows: 

It is claimed that while the first congress which assembled for that pur- 
pose at Geneva last year brought about a definition of what constitutes 
“pure food products,’’ this year the theoretical definition is to be followed 
by practical commentaries. In other words, it is to be determined what 
treatment food products can undergo without ceasing still to be pure. 

In this spirit information will be collected on the production of wine, 
cider, grease, chocolate, sugar, sausages, butter, oil, bread, vinegar, con- 
serves, etc. Concerning the question of how to make pure wine, the dis- 
trict, being the most important of all districts in France so far as the pro- 
duction of wine is concerned, will be called upon to furnish expert inform- 
ation. 

As is well known, wine is the product,of complete or incomplete fer- 


mentation of the juice of fresh grapes. It has to undergo many processes, 


of treatment from the time the grape enters the wine press until its juice 
reaches the table of the consumer. The fresh wine must be ‘“‘fined,’’ also 
clarified; and its barrels must be treated withthe fumes of brimstone, etc. 
How all these operations should be performed so that the wine never ceases 
to be pure *s a question which will be submitted for determination to com- 
petent parties, such as all wine-growing and wine-producing syndicates, 
{t is expected that they will best be able to declare how pure wine is to be 
produced, and all proceedings which will not be contained in the schedule 
thus furnished by the wine experts will be declared illict or fraudulent. 

This question is to be duly settled at Paris this year. Another congress, 
to be held at Brussels next year, is to deliberate on the methods of analy- 
zation for discovering fraud in the manufacture of food products. 


Hartford, Wis.—A recent report says the Hartford Canning 
Company will install a sanitary convetor system in their factory. 


American Articles in France. 
INDIRECT SALES ARE RESTRICTED—SUGGESTIONS FOR DISTRIBUTION, 


Consul George H. Jackson, in the following report from Cognac, re- 
views the commercial conditions in that part of France in so far as they 
affect American articles now sold or which may be introduced there: 

Statistics of American trade in this consular district are very difficult 
to obtain, as most of the merchandise comes indirectly into this region. 
For instance, a hardware dealer of La Rochelle selling American lawn mow- 
ers and agricultural implements tells me that he buys a few machines at a 
time from one of the several depots in Paris. He receives various catalog- 
ues from the United States, which, he says, keep him in intelligent touch 
with the trade. 

This is true also of American dried fruits. Prunes, apples, pears and 
peaches are sold in very considerable quantities in every village and city in 
the region. A depot for distribution at La Rochelle would permit this 
trade to double itself in a short time. These goods at present arrive here 
from Havre, Bordeaux, and Paris. Heavy transport expenses and several 
agents’ commissions have been added to the original prices, which increase 
necessarily diminishes the quantities sold. 

The same is true of American pork products. York hams, made in 
Cincinnati, sell to the consumer at 32 cents per pound, while Chicago lard 
retails at from 20 to 24 cents. While the quantities sold in this region can 
not be estimated, that they are important is evident by the goods being 
found in all grocery stores of importance. These commodities pass through 
too many hands before reaching the consumer, who is forced to limit his 
purchases on account of the exorbitant prices. The extra railroad haul of 
120 miles from Bordeaux to La Rochelle increases considerably the value 
of pork products in the latter city. 

Consul Frank W. Mahin, of Nottinghom, says of Great Britain: 

The prodigious crop of potatoes in Lincolnshire last season has put 
their price so low that formers are feeding them to stock, finding them 
cheaper than the usual fodder. Large shipments of potatoes are being 
made to the United Stajes. The weekly ship nents, it is reported, exceed 
1,000 tons. Tlfe farmers receive about 35 shillings ($8.51) a ton. 


Conneaut, Ohio.—The canning factory which was recently 
burned here will very probably be rebuilt shortly. The company 
has plans under way but not yet completed.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


All’s quiet along the Patomac tonight, and wherever else 
canned goods are traded in, which seems paradoxical, when we 
consider that the information is gained from ‘‘reports.’’ 


Is it not about time to make a noise like the announcement 

~of the next place of maeting for the annual Convention? With 

New Orleans and its attraction of the Mardi Gras festivities 

there, out of the way because of the lack of hotel accommoda- 
tions, all are awaiting the announcement of Atlantic City. 


The additions to the Roll of Honor, giving the names of 
subscribers to the Board of Publicity advertising campaign fund 
this past week were quite satisfactory. But we have only 
reached the half mile post. A good many States are way back 
in the rut and will have to use both spurs and whip if they 
want to be up with the bunch when they enter the home stretch. 
Put some ginger into it this week, and don’t be numbered 
among ‘‘the also rans !”’ 

There is no excuse for any man keeping his name out of 
this list. Your little offering marks you as a man head and 
shoulders above the other fellow that gives nothing; puts the 
finger of approval on you asa progressive, defensive—Ameri- 
can—man, able at least to help take care of his own. Send in 
what you want, but do it now and help get this valuable work 
started. Every day it is put off means another day lost to bet- 
ter demand for canned goods. 


There is one thing at least that you cannot accuse us of, 
and that is that we will get any benefit from the advertising 
fund we are trying to help accumulate. It will benefit you by 


converting that vast horde of people now prejudiced against 
canned goods into eager consumers of your products, and this 
in turn will mean vastly increased demands for goods, which will 


bring about advancing prices for the whole line of goods, and 
the profit from these higher prices goes into your pocket. It is 
all for you ; you have everything to gain and nothing to lose by 
helping on such a movement. Are you listed ? 


Understand this: it never was the intention of this Board of 
Publicity to advertise Brown’s Corn, or Jones’ Peas or Blank’s 
Tomatoes. It was never the intention to advertise any line of 
goods to the public. The idea is to make a fighting fund to 
combat the damaging charges made daily against canned goods 
in many sections of the country. To make these papers retract 
their false and damaging utterances, and give to the people the 
true story of canned foods ; to follow out every case of poison- 
ing or sickness laid at the door of canned goods, and to show the 
world that these foods are not to blame, but in fact are the best 
offered to mankind. Ninty-eight per cent of the consuming 
public is ignorant of the true value of canned foods. And 
except those directly connected with the business, what knowl- 
edge the remainder have is detrimental to the goods. Is sucha 
wide field and immense market worth fighting for ? 


The only trouble about getting together such a fund as is 
desired is that canned goods packers generally know nothing of 
advertising, and have no realization of its benefits. They are 
the smallest advertisers in the world of manufactures, and it is 
due to this fact that the industry is in the position it finds itself 
today. It has been asked ‘‘What is the matter with the canned 
goods industry ?’’ and put it as you please there is the cause. 
They do not advertise, and their very existence and the goods 
they produce are unknown to the world. The few jobbers who 


take their goods know of them, but the world—the consumers 


who make it possible for the jobber to buy the goods he does— 
knows little or nothing of them. If the old jobber drops them 
and they have to seek new fields, though they may have been 
packing for twenty years they find their name and their brands 
unknown, unheard of even among jobbers. 


It would doubtless shock some canners to hear us say you 
need not give a fig for the jobbers, you need care nothing what- 
ever about them if you have the acquaintance of the consumers. 
But it isa fact. What the canner should do is to go tothe con- 
sumers—just as every other line of manufacture does—make 
himself known to them, so that they will go to the retailer and 
demand his goods. Then the retailer will go to his jobber, and 
the jobber will come to the canner. Get the consumers and you 
could not keep the jobbersaway from you with ashot gun. And 
the jobbers will heartily endorse what we say here. That is one 
thing the canners have neglected: they have never gone before 
the world, their brands are not known in the household; they 
have never tried to make the consumers demand their brands of 
goods. If the jobbers treated the canners as they do other lines 
which they handle they would tell the canners to get the people 
to demand your goods and we will stock them otherwise we are 
not interested. 


And now we hear the lament: there is not enough profit in 
our goods, or it will not pay us to advertise, at the prices we have 
to sell. And the very reason there is not enough profit and that 
prices are so lowis because you have not advertised. That is the 
cause of it. You have the best article in the world, and the people 
would eat four or five times as much of it as they donow, if they 
knew more of it. And then say it would not pay to advertise it ! 
Look at the half dozen canners out of the whole industry who do 
advertise; do they have to go on their hands and knees to the job- 
bers asking them to buy their packs; are they selling below cost? 
They are the largest in the business to-day, and only because 
they have advertised. Look at the Hawaiian pineapple canners. 
In a few months they have not only cleaned out an overstocked 
market at good prices, but they can’t supply demand at present. 
That demand grows like a snowball, and they have only com- 
menced to roll it. And what they are doing you can do, and 
will, one day do.

New Firms, Failures, Fires, Personals and News 
of Interest. 


Marysville, Cal.—The California Fruit Canners’ Associa- 
tion at this place have stored a reserve shipment of cans amount- 
ing to about half a million. We understand they are expecting 
a large pack this season. 


San Francisco, Cal.—Fire broke out on the Tacoma, an 
Alaska Packers’ Association ship, carrying supplies and a large 
number of Chinese to be employed in the canneries, one day last 
week in which Arthur Thorn, the ship’s cook, was suffocated. 


San Francisco, Cal.—The big cannery being built for the 
Griffin & Skelley Co. near Emeryville is rapidly nearing com- 
pletion. We understand this will be the largest factory on the 
coast, and a report says that the fast work that is being done on 
it reminds one of the rapid building in Baltimore after the 
great fire. 


Savannah, Ga.—The builders have finished the plant here 
and turned it over to the stockholders, the Savannah Pure Food 
Canning Co. The present capital of the company is $11,500. 
but it is expected to be increased to $15,000. A general line of 
vegetables and some fruit will be canned. 


Evansville, Ind.—The Indiana Canning Co. is distributing 
seed to its growers to be planted on contract. Ground has 
already been broken in most cases and the planting will soon be 
in full swing: 


Elnora, Ind.—Al Stanley has been given the contract to 
supply the lumber for a large cannery to be built here, and which 
will can beans, tomatoes, pumpkins, corn, etc. but we have no 
further information at this writing. Stanley’s address is Steele 
Township. 


Baltimore, Md.—Large numbers of Bohemian laborers are 
arriving in town from Mississippi and other Southern states where 
they have been employed in various canneries, With them 
comes a report that the canneries will probably not put up any 
oysters next season, in order that the beds may be replenished. 


Leonardsville, N. Y.—It look as if the Utica Canning Com- 
pany will operate their factory here, as a report reaches us that 
sufficient acreage of peas and corn has been secured to keep the 
factory busy for practically the whole season. 


Mt. Morris, N. Y.—The can factory of Winters & Prophet 
will close in a few days and all hands will set to work to put the 
canning factory in readiness for the season. Last year the com- 
pany built a hot-house and raised about 100,000 tomato plants 
and later put them out in fifty acres; they must have been satis- 
fied with the results for this year, we are told, they have built 
another hot-house and will transplant 200,000 plants. 


New York, N. Y.—24,300 cases canned fruit, 1,400 cases 
Salmon and 1,200 cases of other canned goods helped to make up 
the cargo of the Shawmut, which arrived here from San Franci- 
sco recently. 


Hemlock, N. Y.—Work has begun on the erection of the 
canning factory here and will be rushed to completion as fast as 
possible. Good crops of the various vegetables are close at hand 
and it is expected a long season will be its enitiation.

PRUNING MATURE TREES. 


By 0. B. Whipple, of the Colorado Agricultural College. 


CONTINUED FROM ISSUE OF APRIL I6. 


The influence of pruning upon the fruit-bearing habit of 
the tree has been briefly mentioned, but the following pages 
will show how a fruit-bearing habit may, to a certain entent, 
dictate a course of pruning. The fruits with which this discus- 
sion has to deal have two general types of fruit-bearing; from 
terminal fruit buds and from axillary fruit buds. The first type 
of fruit bud is well represented in the apple and pear, and the 
latter in the stone fruits. Trees which produce axillary fruit 
buds are naturally more prolific and require severe pruning as a 
means of thinning the fruit. In fact, a system of pruning under 
which the tree with axillary fruit buds would thrive, would 
cause the apple tree to overgrow to such an extent that it would 
be rendered almost barren. The point may be more fully illus- 
trated by comparing the peach and the cherry. Although both 
develop axillary fruit buds they differ in their fruiting habits ; 
the fruit buds of the cherry are seldom found on the stronger 
growing new wood, and severe pruning, as practiced on the 
peach, would throw much of the strength of the tree into the 
production of strong wood that would carry very few fruit buds. 
We have said that in the apple the type of fruit-bearing is from 
terminal buds, yet many varieties develop axillary fruit buds. 
Varieties which develop axillary fruit buds and bear terminal 
fruit buds on young spurs all tend to overbear, and require 
severe pruning. So toa certain extent one can decide for him- 
self how much to prune by observing how the tree bears its 
fruit.

TREATMENT OF WOUNDS. 


The argument in favor of dressing wounds is that it pre- 
vents decay and checks evaporation, both of which might inter- 
fere with the healing process. While in our arid climate the 
first is hardly applicable, the second should probably be doubly 
important. Vet, the matter of dressing wounds is not so 
important, but that work improperly done is worse than no 
treatment. A good lead paint is one of the most satisfactory 
dressings yet found. Rather a thick paint should be used, and 
careless daubing of the surrounding bark should be avoided. 
Grafting wax is a good dressing, but is rather expensive and 
difficult to apply. Other materiaJs have been used, some suc- 
cessfully and some disastrously, and the grower is to be cau- 
tioned about experimenting ; better stick to materials known to 
be safe and efficient. Growers often overdo the matter and 
waste time treating small wounds. Surely a wound less than 
one and one-half inches in diameter is not worth bothering 
with. 

These suggestions apply to wouuds made by the careless 
cultivator, as well as those made by the pruner. Unsightly 
wounds and permanent injury may often be avoided by proper 
treatment of trunk wounds. When the body of the tree is 
injured the-ragged edges of the bark should be pared off to 
sound tissue and the whole injury covered with paint or graft- 
ing wax. If properly done, this prevents drying out of the 
tissues, and new bark will readily form, except on parts where 
the outer wood cells are actually destroyed, and in time this will 
grow over. Whuapping the injury with cloth, or if it is near the 
ground, mounding earth up over it will often answer the same 
purpose. 

PRUNING TOOLS. 

Every pruner should be furnished with good tools; good 

tools encourage him to do good work. This does not neces- 


sarily mean that he must have every tool on the market, many 
of them are useless ; it does mean, however, that the axe and a 
dull saw have no place in the catalogue of pruning tools. The 
pruner needs a good saw, a good pair of light shears, a pair of 
heavy shears, possibly a good heavy knife and, of course, a good 
ladder. ‘Two common types of saws are found on the market. 
The common saw with teeth on both edges is a good, cheap one 
and will answer the purpose in many cases. The various makes 
of the swivel saws are much handier, however. The blade is 
stretched between swivels and can be turned to any angle with 
reference to the frame. It is well adapted to close work in the 
crotches of the tree. This type of saw can generally be bought 
for three dollars. The blades are not so frail as they look and 
seldom break, if properly handled; they can be replaced at a 
cost of fifty cents. It is really the best type of pruning saw 
and should be more universally used. 

A good type of hand shears is indispensable for light work. _ 
Various makes are one the market ; buy the one that appeals to 
you. A pair of heavy shears is almost as essential; they take 
the place of the saw in many cases and will do the work in less 
time. They are used in heading in limbs where the saw can 
hardly be used; the peach pruner finds yood use for them. 
They work well on limbs up to one and one-half inches in diame- 
ter. The only objection the writer has to this tool is that the 
pruner sometimes gets careless and leaves stubs. There is a 
type of heavy shears on the market that has two cutting edges 
instead of one, but it seems to do no better work. The pruner 
finds very little use fora knife in pruning mature trees and 
seldom carries a special pruaing knife. Several types of the 
long-handled tree-pruners are on the market, but they are of 
little value in the orchard. The pruner should be close to his 
work, and with a good ladder and short handled tools he will do 
better work.
